“If the Canadian farmer is to 
receive higher prices for his pro- 
duce it can only be at the expense 
of city wage-earners who possess 
much less of this world's goods than 
he does. Nothing is more clear 
than this. If access to the United 
Stutes markets advances the prices 
of Canadian agricultural products, 
the vast army of Canadian artisans, 
factory workers, clerks, teachers, 
and clergymen must suffer materi- 
ally in pocket. 

“The cost of foodstuffs has risen 
so enormously ail over this Do- 
minion in the last few years that 
the consuming classea cannot face 
the further advance, which the 
Government promiste the farmer, 
will result from reciprocity, For 
the toiling masses there is little 
consolation in the * prospect of 
“cheaper” tomatoes and = straw- 
berries in March and April, Such 
luxuries are only for the = rich. 
The simple fact is that if through 
its reciprocity policy the Laurier 
Government succeeds in ‘“deliver- 
ing the goods” which it has prom- 
ised the farmers, it will at the 
same moment increase the burden 
borne by the rest of the com- 
munity.” 

Having thus starved the artisan, 
the factory worker, the clerk, the 
teacher and the clergyman to death, 
one would expect the News to decent- 
ly bury them, avenge them by curs- 
ing reciprocity, and let it go at that. 
Not so, however. Instead of burying 
them it resurrects them, Having aa- 
sured them that they are liable to

WATER POWERS IN THE WEST. 

Canadian Mail, London, England: 
The Dominion Department of the In- 
terior under the Hon. Frank Oliver's 
management has established a policy 
for the utilization of the waterpowers 
in the west, and of those in the rail- 
way belt of British Columbia, which 
by a recent decision of the Judicial 
Committee are vested in the Federal 
Government, that appears to be more 
enlightened than any other yet de- 
vised in Canada or the United States. 
There are not many waterpowers in 
the Prairie Provinces, and for this 
reason it is all the more necessary 
that they should be made the most 
of it Mr. Oliver had to solve the 
problem of how to attract capital for 


thelr development and yet prevent 
eapital from exploiting them too 
much im its own interest; and the 


remarkable progress that has already 
been made goes to show that he has 
succeeded in doing both, It may be 


well to add that the first laws and 
regulations regarding these water- 
powers were contained in the Do- 
minion Land Act of 1908, drafted 


Some years before Mr. Roosevelt be- 
fan th conservation campaign in 
the Unifed States. 

The essential feature of Mr Ol- 
vers plan is government control of 


the tolls or charges imposed by the 


leasing companies, together with 
periodical revision of the lease it- 
self. A licence to use water for 


power purposes is issued for a period 
of twenty-one years, renewable on 
the fulfilment of the conditions for 
three further periods of twenty-one 
years each, While it is contem- 
plated that the license Shall be effec- 
tive for an aggregate period of eighty- 
four years it is provided that at the 
end of each twenty-one year term, 
on a year’s notice being given it may 
be cancelled, in such case the 
licensee becomes entitled to compen- 
sation for “the value of the actual 
and tangible work and of any lands 
held in fee in connection therewith,” 
but not for “the value of the rights 
and privileges granted or the re- 
venues, profits, or dividends being or 
likely to be derived therefrom.” At 
the end of the eighty-four years a 
renewal is not provided for and no 
notice from the government is re- 
quired of the termination of the con- 
tract, 

The interest of the public centres

BUILDING PERMITS. 


Edmonton Ranked aT h Among Cities 
For Percen 


Toronto, March 3ist—‘Construction" 
for April, reviews the building situa- 
tion thus:— 

Fewer losses than were noted in the 
previous month, and a substantial jm- 
provement as compared with the cor. 
responding period of last year, is the 
summary of Construction’s report in 
brief for bullding operations carried 
out in twenty-three representative 
Canadian cities during the month of 
February. In reviewing the situation, 
the same accelerating tendency is ob- 
served as that which obtained at the 
beginning of last year, and this in it- 
self is a pretty reliable indication that 
the volume of work ahead is to assume 
greater proportions than has ever been 
attained in a like periodbefore Per- 
mits issued 
tres referred to amounted 
198, as against $3,000,127 in 
month of last year, wihch 
an average of gain of 34 per cent.— 
a most satisfactory showjng to say the 
least, especially so, when one takes 
inte account the heavy operations 
which were carried on right up to the 
close of the fall season 

Ontario, as in the previous 
experienceée the hardest rab, five of 
the seven losses noted falling in this 
province. Ottawa dropped behind to 
the extent of 33 per cent. and Fort 
William and Lendon registered respec- 
tive decreases of 21 and 35 per cent 
The losses noted in the case of BStrat- 
ford and St. Thomas, while indicating 
a large decrease per cent., are really 
unimportant On the other hand, To- 
ronto has a total of $969,590, which Is 
18 per cent. better than her corres- 
ponding amount; Hamilton doubled her 
previous figures by undertaking work 
aggregating in cost $75,450, and Wind- 
sor and Brantford succeeded jn surpas 
sing their former mark to the extent 
of €14 per cent. und 180 per cent.
